U.S. Says Concentration 
Camps Set Up by Soviet 


By JOHN HIGHTOWER 

WASHINGTON, March 27,— 
(AP)—The United States accused 
Russia last night of restoring 
concentration camps to eastern 
Germany and filling them with 
opponents of its “new totalitarian- 
ism” there. 

Further, the United States gov- 
ernment charged in a note sent 
to the Soviet embassy that Rus- 
sia and its eastern European 
satellites—not the western pow- 
ers—are responsible for dividing 
Germany and splitting the whole. 
of Europe between east and 
west. 

The United States note, signed 
by Norman Armour, assistant 
secretary of state, and addressed 
to Soviet Ambassador Alexander 


Panyushkin, was delivered to the 
embassy yesterday and released 
by the state department last 
night 

It rejected outright a Russian 
protest of March 6 that the Unit- 
ed States, Britain and France 
were breaking the Potsdam agree- 
ment by meeting in* London a 
month ago to work out new steps 
for economic unity in western 
Germany. 

The British government reject- 
ed Russia's protest Thursday. 

In yesterday's note the Russians 
were sharply reminded that as 
long ago as September, 1946, they 
were formally offered by James 
Byrnes, former secretary of state, 
the opportunity to join with the

Editor, Bulletin—Any form of 
social insurance, such as the pro- 
posed National Health Service 
Act in England is an irrevocable 
step toward full time state medi- 
cal service. In Great Britain the 
National Medica’ Care Plan is 
offered to the people as a health 
service when in reality it is noth- 
ing of the kind. It actually is a 
scheme to bring every doctor In 
the country under the service of 
the government. 

In England, where medicine is 
certainly on as high a plane as 
anywhere else on the globe, about 
90 per cent of the doctors, in a 
plebiscite, voted against accepting 
service in its present form. Many 
people think that the British 
doctor is striking against the sick. 
This is far from the truth. They 
will take care of their patients, 
poor as well as rich, but will not 
accept payment from the govern- 
ment. 

There is no profession that has 
advanced as medicine has under 
the present system. Should this 
all be thrown into the discard and 
some entirely new system in- 
augurated becuuse there has been 
a change in government? This is 
the argument of the doctors in 
Great Britain. 

What hits the public from the 
financial standpoint is not the 
doctor's bill, it is hospital and 
nursing expense, and diagnostic 
services, If the public were guar- 
anteed any legitimate hospital 
expenses, and necessary diagnos- 
tic or laboratory services there 
would be little or no agitation for 
state or socialized medicine.

Teach Temperance 
In Public Schools 


Editor, Bulletin—Your editorial 
of March 23, on keeping temper- 
ance instruction out of the 
schools, carries its own refutation 
in six words of the closing para- 
graph, “limited only by a mea- 
ger attendance.” It is a most 
significant admission, that Sun- 
day School instruction, including 
confirmation classes, does not 
reach more than half our youth, 
No one suggests that the other 
half should be compelled to at- 
tend, although juvenile court 
judges have been known to try 
this as a last resort. Yet these 
others are the pupils most in 
need of such instruction as a pre- 
paration to meet civic and social 
problems they will face in later 

fe. 

This editorial seemed wide of 
the mark on so many other 
counts, 

First, I have not heard of any 
intention of the Alberta Govern- 
ment to add to the burdens of 
the teachers in primary schools, 
or change the present curriculum. 
It is the pupils in intermediate 
and high school grades that stand 


in need of such instruction. Their 
teachers also need the back- 
ground of scientific knowledge 
along this line, which can be sup- 
plied as easily as any other 
course commonly taken in teach- 
ers’ summer schools, None 
would be more interesting or 
more profitable. 

Secondly, it is not a question of 
keeping temperance instruction 
out of the schools, It has been 
there for at least two genera- 
tions. It is just a question as to 
how to present it most effective- 
ly. 

There are forty-eight states in 
the American Union, Each one 
of these has a separate statute 
decreeing that education on al- 
cohol and narcotics shall be given 
in the schools of the state. In 
some states this legislation is 
implemented by the department 
of education appointing a quali- 
fied supervisor and assuming di- 
rect responsibility for the in- 
struction. In other states, visit- 
ing lecturers and films supplied 
by voluntary Temperance organ- 
izations are approved and util- 
ized. 

In Canada the situation is very 
similar, British Columbia is the 
only province thus far to appoint 
a full-time supervisor of temper- 
ance for the department of educa- 
tion. He is a former school in- 
spector, Mr. H, L. Campbell. In 
Saskatchewan and Manitoba, the 
governments spend some thou- 
sands of dollars annually for this 
purpose, but do so in co-operation 
with voluntary temperance or- 
ganizations. In other provinces, 
including Alberta, Temperance 
organizations are permitted to 
visit schools with films, ete., but 
without any subsidy from Gov- 
ernment funds,

This vexing question of whe- 
ther the United States should, or 
should not, inaugurate universal 
military training is bringing me 
many inquiries from people who 
are in doubt but are trying to 
figure the things out honestly and 
unselfishly. 

The chief positive thought I 
have in the matter is that, if con- 
gress should decide such training 
to be essential for defence, it is 
to be hoped it can be arranged 
so not to interfere with educa- 
tion or careers, 

However, if compulsory train- 
ing is necessary, 1 can't see why 
it shouldn't be possible to arrive 
at some happy medium which 
would meet ail interests, especi- 
ally since the United States would 
not be preparing for an immedi- 
ate emergency (that would have 
to be handled by a draft) but for 
distant contingencies 

Switzerland, for instance, claims 


to have found a perfect solution. 


Their system runs something like 
this: 

Physical training of boys, to fit 
them for military instruction, 
begins in high school, But physi- 
eal perfection is only one aim of 
this preparatory work, for the 
youths are trained in civic duty 
and are inspired with a vast pride 
in their fitness to undertake the 
military training, 

The training is divided into 
four periods of three months 
each and is carried out im the 
summer, This means that the 
school work isn't interrupted. 

If a boy goes to work as soon 
as he finished high school, his 
employer under the law has to 
release him for the four three- 
month periods. The employer 
also continues the salary during 
these periods and grants the 
regular yearly vacation as well, 
Also—this is important.-the em- 
ployer must maintain employe's 


seniority despile these absences.

Over Change

“I am the resurrection and the life,” said Christ. 
“He that believeth in Me, even though he be dead, yet shall 
he live.” To believe in Christ is to love Him. It is to 
make His will supreme in our lives; so that in the day of 
our own ultimate resurrection we may merit hearing Him 
bid us be with Him everlastingly.

When founded in the first de- 
cade of the century, the Mahas- 
abha was a non-political organiza- 
tion with its activities confined 
to the reformation of Hinduism 
and the consolidation of the dif- 
ferent sections of the Hindu com- 
munity.

Its essential elements are 
electromagnet and millions of tiny 
iron particles suspended in oil 
When magnetized these grains of 
powdered iron form powerful

The magnetic fluid clutch will 
mot slip, Jerk, 94 “chatter” as dry- 
friction clutches do. It is “easily 

and almost instantaneously con- 
trollable,” and it will p: ictically 
never wear out.

“The new elutch,” the bureau of 
standards said, “has geared appli- 
eations in servo mechanisms, auto- 
matic control of machinery, in auto- 
mobiles, and many other fields 
where ease of contro! and stability 
from low to very high speeds are 
émportant.”
